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New Nature Center Planned 
To Replace Metroland Mall

At a hastily-called news con- 
ference on March 26, Metroland 
Developers LLC unveiled new 
plans for the previously much- 
touted 240-acre regional shopping 
center mall complex and mixed- 
use property to be known as 
Greenbelt Station. In a surprise 
move, a beaming H. A. Smith, 
owner of the parcel fronting on 
Branchville Road, took the mi- 
crophone to annouce that the 
Smith partnership would instead 
be establishing “a first class Na- 
ture Center.” His partnership had 
decided, he said, that it would 
leave a different kind of legacy— 
the preservation of 130 acres of 
wetlands, floodplains and woad- 
lands for the enjoyment of resi- 
dents of Greenbelt, College Park, 
Hollywood and Berwyn Heights. 

What had changed his mind, 
he continued, was the compelling 
story by Kate Spencere in local 
newspapers describing a walk- 
through of the property. In par- 
ticular he was struck by her re- 


port of the existence along Indian 
Creek of two endangered species 
thought to have been extinct—the 
bog chickweed and Clethra 
alnifolia. Saving important ex- 
amples of such indigenous wild- 
life, he claimed, had to be a — 
priority. 

This unexpected announce- 
ment was a major change from 
the original plans for Greenbelt 
Station. Representatives of 
Metroland pointed out that in in- 
creasing the preservation/conser- 
vation management area on the 
WMATA and Smith properties, 
the residential and commercial 
density on both tracts would nec- 
essarily be reduced. 

The modified plans would be 
placed on a “fast track,” they 
said. This, they claimed, would 
be an incentive for upscale de- 
partment stores to sign the re- 
quired letters-of-intent to become 
the proposed mall’s anchors. 
With these latter elements in 
place, Metroland developers be- 
lieve a Beltway interchange will 
be approved. 


News Review Moves Back to Parkway 


The Board of Directors of the 
Greenbelt News Review an- 
nounced last week that they had 
decided to move back to their old 
office in the basement of 15 
Parkway. Editor Mary Lou 
Williamson gave several reasons 
for the board’s decision. “Al- 
though we enjoyed the added 
space, sunlight and available 
parking at the Community Cen- 
ter,” she said, “the racket from 
the Jazzercise classes next door is 
unbearable. Our copy editors de- 
cided they preferred the noise of 


the water flushing down the pipes 
in the Parkway basement to the 
constant thumping up and down 
of a hundred pairs of feet every 
Tuesday night when we need to 
concentrate,’ she added grimly. 

Another factor in the decision 
was that some staff members felt 
that the walk down the hall to the 
bathrooms was too long. “It was 
much more convenient to have 
the bathroom in the office,” 
Williamson explained. The mov- 
ing date is scheduled for early 
next month.

Chris Tacos, owner of 
Roosevelt Center Mall, an- 
nounced today ‘plans to sponsor 
monthly rock concerts at the his- 
toric Greenbelt Theatre.

“I want to benefit 
from what’s already here,” he as- 
serted, “and exploit it.” 

Tacos has scheduled the first 
rock concert for Saturday, April 
3, with the well known local 
group, the Hudcaps. He is cur- 
rently negotiating to bring the 
grammy award winning hip hop

singer Lauryn Hall in for the May 
concert. “That should be a block- 
buster,” he enthusiastically de- 
clared. 

Roosevelt Center merchants 
were publicly silent on Tacos’ con- 
cert plans, but a few told the 
News Review they were very dis- 
heartened. After all their work on 
the renovation committee, in get- 
ting the telephones removed and in 
selecting benches with spiked 
backs that are uncomfortable to sit 
on top of, the teens would return 
in force, City Councilmember Bill 
Turnalan remarked that he would 
adopt a wait and see attitude.

business to Greenway Plaza while 
the Smithsonian team dug under 
the huge bone and surrounding 
clay.

We-reststiation is Required 
At E. Roosevelt High School

Officer Leon Cavallo of the 
Greenbelt Police Department was 
injured Wednesday evening in a 
high speed bicycle chase of a 
band of youths at Roosevelt Cen- 
ter. Few details [of the incident] 
are available at this time, but it 
appears the injury occurred when 
Cavallo followed the fleeing fel- 
ons on his bicycle down a flight 
of stairs leading to the west park- 
ing lot behind the Municipal 
Building. The youths, wanted for 
cussing in public, escaped toward 
the Community Center on skate 
boards. Cavallo was transported 
by the Greenbelt Rescue Squad 
to Doctor’s Hospital. The full ex- 
tent of his injuries was unknown 
at press time, but it is hoped that 
he will be able to sit within a 
week's time and function nor- 
mally within a month.

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Council Hears CCRIC Petition, 


Considers Higher Parking Fines

At its March 22 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
heard a presentation from Citi- 
zens to Conserve and Restore In- 
dian Creek (CCRIC), and intro- 
duced a resolution raising some 
parking fines. It also allocated 
$200,000 toward the purchase of 
a new fire truck. 

The CCRIC has asked council 
to formally oppose the construc- 
tion of a beltway interchange that 
would provide direct access to 
the Greenbelt Metro station from 
both loops of the beltway. The 
current interchange provides ac- 
cess only to and from the west. 
No action was taken on the 
group’s request, pending further 
discussion between CCRIC and 
council at a May 6 worksession. 

Lowell Owens and Kate Spen- 
cer presented an overview of the 
group's concerns. Owens dis- 
cussed the potential traffic impact 
of the proposed Metroland devel- 
opment, which is to be built on 
land around the Greenbelt Metro 
station, including the A.H. Smith 
property. Owens argued that 
without the interchange, the prop- 
erty would not be an attractive 
location for businesses. Due to 
the actions of the county council, 
the traffic issues that would nor- 
mally have to be considered be- 
fore the proposed development 
(including commercial, retail and 
residential uses) could be built on 
the site. 





and state. 


According to the developer’s 
estimates, the proposed develop- 
ment will generate 8,000 trips per 
day. The roads that would be 
used to reach the site, including 
Route 1, the Beltway, and 
Edmonston Road already have 
traffic problems. Many of those 
coming via the Baltimore Wash- 
ington Parkway will likely take 
city streets, not the beltway to 
reach the site. Owens asked 
council to imagine what these 
roadways would be like with 
8,000 more cars on them and to 
take action now to “nip this in 
the bud.” 

Spencer discussed the natural 
qualities of portions of the site, 
including part of the Hollywood 
Swamp that stretches from 
Hyattsville to Beltsville and a 
“tremendously varied” habitat in- 
cluding a braided stream forest 
with fish, reptiles, amphibians 
and woodpeckers. She said that 
there are still 100 year old trees 
on the site, although much of the 
wetlands have been damaged by 
years of gravel mining. CCRIC 
is seeking to have the property 
preserved as a park, which would 
offer an opportunity for environ- 
mental and cultural education, 
she said.

Stopping in 
handicapped spaces without a 
permit would become illegal un- 
der the proposed law, as would 
parking in front of a curb ramp. 
Vehicles stopped in fire lanes 
without a licensed driver will 
also be subject to ticketing (since 


the person in the car could not. 


legally move it if an emergency 
arose.) 

The law would also allow the 
city staff to boot cars with at 
least five unpaid violations, down 
from the ten violations currently 
required. Under the current 
rules, no vehicles have been 
booted. The law also provides 
for impoundment of large com- 
mercial vehicles illegally parked 
on city streets overnight. At the 
request of-Councilmember Alan 
Turnbull, a section specifically 
prohibiting parking in bike lanes 
will likely be added when the 
ordinance is considered for final 
adoption. Doug Love asked that 
the city consider prohibiting 
walking in the bike lanes when 
there is a sidewalk on the other 
side of the street.

Expenditures for the next fis- 
cal year would total $15.1 mil- 
lion under the budget proposal 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin presented to the 
Greenbelt City Council on March 
22. This is a 3.9 percent in- 
crease over the budget for the 
current fiscal year, which ends 
June 30. To cover this increase, 
McLaughlin proposed a two-cent 


increase in the city’s property tax 


rate, and use of roughly 
$560,000 of the city’s 
undesignated reserves. In addi- 


tion, rental-licensing fees would 
rise (by $18 for apartment li- 
censes and $25 for single family 
home licenses). This increase 
would be used to fund an addi- 
tional inspector, who would con- 
centrate on Springhill Lake 
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Property Tax Two Cents Higher 


the next three years, McLaughlin 
told the News Review, with the 
city responsible for the full cost 
in the fourth year. 

The department is also seek- 
ing to obtain computers for all its 
cruisers (currently 31 of the 50 
have laptop computers). The city 
hopes to get federal grants for 
these computers, but city funds 
may be needed. Cellular com- 
munications with the laptops is 
expected to increase’ the 


department’s telephone bill by 


$10,000 over last year’s budgeted 
amount. The budget also pro- 
vides $15,000 for a time-lapse 
security camera. , 

The police department plans 
to establish a Youth Police Acad- 
emy in conjunction with Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School that will 
be patterned after the Police

Apartments, the largest rental op- 
eration in the city. The Council 
must review the budget submitted 
by the manager, make such 
changes as it chooses, and adopt 
the budget by June 1. 
Expenditures 
The proposed budget calls for 
a two-percent cost of living ad- 
justment for city employees, who 
can also earn a two-percent bonus 
if they meet the performance cri- 
teria. City health insurance pre- 
miums are expected to rise seven 
percent. A group is currently 
studying options for improving 
the city’s retirement plans, which 
would also affect future expendi- 
tures. 
| Public Safety 
_ The largest budget category is 
Public Safety, which covers the 
police department, animal control, 
traffic control and the one-cent 
tax set-aside for the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad. The proposed 
$5.6 million budget for this cat- 
egory represents nearly 37 per- 
cent of total expenditures and a 
1.7 percent increase over Fiscal 
Year 1999 (FY99) budgeted ex- 


-penditures (although estimated 


expenditures are running about 
six percent below the budgeted 
amount). 

Last fall, the city’s application 
for a federal Community Oriented 
Policing grant was approved. 
Council had approved hiring four 
new patrol officers if this grant 
was approved. McLaughlin says 
that the city is currently in the 
hiring process and expects to hire 
the four officers within the next 
month or two. McLaughlin does 
not propose hiring additional of- 
ficers beyond these four in 
FY2000, although he leaves the 


door open to future requests if 


additional federal grant funds are 
available. The grant money will 
pay roughly half the cost of the 
officers’ salaries and benefits over

Protests Censorship 
Of Crime Reports 


I am writing to you to start 


the public discussion of the City’s 


censorship of crime reports, a dis- 
cussion the mayor promised me 
would begin in February, but has 
not. That promise occurred in 
the December 14 City Council 
meeting which your paper cov- 
ered on December 24. 

The censorship plot was 
hatched at the Council’s October 


5 meeting, covered in your Octo- 


ber 8 issue. 
Let’s start with that article to 


point out the errors the city and 


your paper are spreading: 

First, Police Chief Craze states 
that “Greenbelt is the only city in 
the state, perhaps the nation, that 
has this type of report.” The 
Chief’s statement might have 
gone unchallenged years ago, be- 
fore the Internet. Now all you 
have to do is check the Fairfax 
County Police Department’s web 
site to see a similar crime narra- 
tive, but much longer, and posted 
the day after the week ends — 
not a week later as Greenbelt’s 
are. 

Next, consider the Council’s 
concerns about distributing the re- 
port to “outside media.” On 
March 17, I found that 
Greenbelt’s crime reports have 
long been available to the entire 
world via the Internet, through 
the “Greenbelt.com” site. Just 
click on “City of Greenbelt” and 
then “Police” (under “Citizen 
Connection’) and then “Weekly 
Report.” 

Listen to James Giese, the 
News Review board’s president, 
encouraging the Council, saying 
his paper “reports only what hap- 
pens in the community that af- 
fects the community ... what is 
seen in the News Review is ab- 
breviated from the full police re- 
port.” 
In fact, it isn’t hard to find a 
News Review that prints as much 
of the report as the Post might, 
leaving out only the list of recov- 
ered stolen autos. Try the March 
18 issue of the News Review, for 
example. 

And, by last check, Greenbelt 
is part of Prince George’s County 
and therefore fair game for the 
Post’s Prince George’s weekly 
section. That section goes only 
to Prince George’s area residents. 


How about the Council’s as- 
sertion, reported in your October 
8 issue, that “in the Washington 
Post and other publications, 
Greenbelt has a long list of inci- 
dents and other localities just 
have a few.” In the Gazette 
newspaper, Berwyn Height got 46 
lines on March 11 and Greenbelt 
got 48 lines on March 18. The 
Washington Post lists crime re- 
ports for Accokeek, Adelphi, 
Beltsville, Bowie, Clinton, 
Hyattsville, Laurel, Oxon Hill and 
Palmer Park. 

Also, the Council’s reference 
to other publications means the 
Prince George’s Journal and the 
Greenbelt Gazette could easily be 
the next target of City Council 
censors. 

And anyone who remembers 
former Mayor Bram’s unsuccess- 
ful attempt to add a political 
layer of clearance to police de- 
partment press releases knows 


that even the News Review is not. 


safe from city censors. 

Speaking of censors, anyone 
who would like a copy of an ear- 
lier letter that was rejected by the 
News Review’s editorial board, 
please give me a call at 301-345- 
5408.

Editors Note: The letter that 
we did not run urged the News 
Review to editorialize on behalf 
of the Washington Post. That pa- 
per has not raised this as an issue 
or sought our help. The News 
Review did not encourage the 
city council to shorten police re- 
ports, in fact, we strongly pro- 
tested to the city council on our 


receiving less detailed reports. 


Nor would the News Review ever 
support the withholding of appro- 
priate crime information from any 
person or organization. As with 
most material received by this 
paper, police weekly reports are 
edited, rewritten for appropriate 
presentation, and deletion of inci- 
dents not related to Greenbelt or 
of concern to Greenbelters. In 
editing the police blotter, as with 
the other stories in the paper, we 
focus on events that happen in 
the community that affect the 
community. In the blotter, for ex- 
ample, we do not include most 
incidents of nonresidents stopped 
for traffic violations on the major 
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state roadways and subsequently 
arrested for violations unrelated to 
Greenbelt. 


Chief Finds FOP 
Math Lacking 


Last week a letter from the 
Greenbelt Fraternal Order of Police 
was published in the News Review. 
The letter complained of a severe 
shortage of patrol officers within 
the department. The writer stated 
that the number of officers on pa- 
trol has not changed in 14 years, 
since 1985. 

Greenbelt has changed since 
that time and so has the police de- 
partment. The department has 
been successful in obtaining several 
federally funded community-ori- 
ented policing grants to increase 
officer numbers while lessening the 
fiscal impact on the city’s taxpay- 
ers. The addition of those officers 
has broadened our community po- 
licing efforts, which have outstand- 
ing support within the community. 
Council has also added officers 
without support of the federal gov- 
ernment. The department will con- 
tinue to add officers as funding and 
opportunity allow. 

The department has an autho- 
rized strength of 53 officers. In 
1985, that figure was 34. The 24 
officers in the Patrol Division in 
1999 are augmented by a Special 
Activities Section consisting of a 
sergeant, a corporal, three canine 
officers, an officer assigned to 
mountain bike patrol and an officer 
assigned to a street crimes unit, a 
traffic enforcement officer, and an 
officer assigned solely to Beltway 
Plaza. In addition to those num- 
bers, the department has added two 
school resource officers, two nar- 
cotics investigators, a crime preven- 
tion officer who teaches DARE in 
our local grade schools and an of- 
ficer trained in forensic evidence 
processing to run our crime _lab. 
Currently the department is in the 
hiring process to bring on four 
more officers who will be assigned 
as community policing officers for 
the Patrol Division. The depart- 
ment did not have these capabilities 
in 1985. All of these resources as- 
sist the Patrol Division in its mis- 
sion to provide quality service to 
the community. 

There has been some manage- 
ment of assignments from the spe- 
cialized units to fill several vacan-

day care, which, she said, had be- 
come even more important since 
the closing of the Greenbelt Nurs- 
ing and Rehabilitation Center. 

Timer also complained that the 
committee still is unable to obtain 
the results of the 1997 election 
survey question about the need for 
assisted housing for seniors. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin said 
that he expects to have the results 
in two to three weeks. 

Loophole Closed 

Under suspension of the rules, 
council adopted an ordinance that 
allows the city to fine companies 
$1,000 a day for performing con- 
struction work on city streets with- 
out the required city permit, as 
well as for other violations. Prior 
to this change, the city had used 
the permit and bonding process to 
ensure compliance with city code. 
When construction is related to 
private development, the city can 
place liens against the property if 
its complaints are not addressed. 
However, when companies cut into 
city streets to install cables, or per- 
form similar work, there is no 
property against which the city can 
place a bond. The new law gives 
the city the ability to enforce its 
regulations against companies that 
do not obtain the required permit 
and post a bond. 

Playgrounds 

Dorothy Lauber of the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of 
directors, asked council to direct 
staff not to remove any more play- 
ground equipment from the city’s 
core until the city and GHI discuss 
the issue. The recent removal of 
slides and climbing equipment 
from a_ playground near 
Gardenway was contrary to the 
city’s agreement with GHI, she ar- 
gued. 

McLaughlin said that he had 
already put a hold on further re- 
moval of equipment, but that the 
removals were done as a result of 
the preliminary findings of a GHI 
study that raised safety concerns. 
The Parks Department, he said, re- 
moved those pieces of equipment 
they believed were most unsafe. 
For the time being, the crews will 
concentrate on making sure that 
there is adequate cushioning mate- 
rial around the equipment.

Other Actions 

As part of the consent agenda, 
council approved the release of 
roughly $200,000 from the one 
cent tax set-aside to the department 
toward the purchase of a $345,000 
pumper truck and awarded a 
$14,500 contract to the Heiserman 
Group for architectural services for 
the bunkroom renovation project at 
the firehouse. The remaining cost 
of the truck will be covered by 
proceeds from the sale of the old 
pumper truck and $55,000 from 
Prince George’s County. 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi will 
prepare an opinion for council on 
whether discussions among 
councilmembers following the for- 
mal adjournment of a meeting 
should be reflected in the minutes. 
The issue was raised by 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull who 
objected to the exclusion of issues 
discussed following a March 10 
worksession. Mayor Judith Davis 
and Councilmember Edward 
Putens stated that the items dis- 
cussed were informational in nature 
and were not part of the 
worksession (since it had ad- 
journed). Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts agreed that post-adjourn- 
ment discussions are normally not 
included in the minutes, but 
thought that Turnbull’s point was 
worth considering. 

A resolution to change the 
name of the Recycling Advisory 
Committee to the Recycling and 
Environmental Advisory Committee 
was introduced for consideration at 
the next meeting. 

Council agreed to spend $500 - 
$1,000 to become a “Silver Spon- 
sor” of the Maryland Municipal 
League’s Year 2000 Book about 
Maryland’s cities and towns. The 
book will be distributed to schools 
and libraries throughout the state in

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Blue Monday Hits Museum

In the spirit of spring cleaning, 
the Greenbelt Museum at 10-B 
Crescent Road is running a special 
interactive exhibit, “Blue Monday: 
Doing Laundry in Greenbelt, 1930- 
1946.” Targeted towards children, 
but open to all ages, it explains 
and highlights the laundry process 
during 1930-1946 in order to allow 
visitors to experience and under- 
stand how laborious and involved 
the laundering process was during 
Greenbelt’s early years. 

Visitors to the museum may 
now stop in the kitchen and try 
their hand at washing with a wash- 
board, hand-wringing, rinsing, and 
hanging the clothes on the yard’s 
laundry line, just as Greenbelt 
women did in the late 1930’s and 
40’s on laundry day, also known as 
“blue Monday.” Guests may also 
learn some interesting and surpris- 
ing facts concerning laundry in 
America and how much the pro- 
cess has evolved in order to arrive 
at today’s labor-saving washers and 
dryers. 





quite literally, with the sun. While 
some families had some sort of 
washer, most machines did not 
rinse or spin clothes, or fill and 
drain automatically, leaving virtu- 
ally no labor saved except the agi- 
tation process. Most models con- 
tained a large, deep basin with 
textured agitators and a hand- 
cranked wringer attached to the 
top edge. Some were electric, 
some weren’t. Most machines 
cost between $60 - $200 through- 
out the 1930’s ($700 - $2,338 in 
today’s dollars). Washboards re- 
mained quite affordable at around 
$1. Automatic machines as we 
know them today did not truly hit 
the mainstream until after World 
War II. Today, among families 
with an income comparable to 
those of the Greenbelt pioneers, 
69% own washing machines. 
However, Laundromats are widely 
available today. 

Visitors will be able to handle 
an electric iron from this period, 
which could weigh up to 10 
pounds. Synthetic fabrics have

In today’s world of conve- 
niences, it’s sometimes difficult for 
younger people to fathom that, in 
1941, 48% of American nonfarm 
households did not have power 
washing machines. No washing 
machine meant that one wash, 
which required boiling, and one 
rinse used about 50 gallons of wa- 
ter - or 400 Ibs. - which had to be 
moved from pump or well or fau- 
cet to stove and tub by women, 
for hours on end. To have her 
loads of laundry off the line by 4 
p.m., as Greenbelt rules then re- 
quired, she would have to rise, 


eliminated the need for much 
ironing, but at that time virtually 
every piece of laundry was ironed, 
including undergarments, sheets, 
and handkerchiefs. The museum 
also displays a mangle (a large 
ironing device), pants stretchers to 
help pants keep their pleat while 
drying, and other laundry-related 
gadgets from the period. 

The laundry exhibit will run 
through the summer. The mu- 
seum is open Sundays from 1-5.

Montpelier Arts April Exhibits

Locals Play Big For Arts Center

If you didn’t attend the two 
presentations of the Greenbelt Arts 
Center this past weekend, you 
missed it! On Friday night at the 
Arts Center’s home beneath the 
Co-op foodstore,. three of 
Greenbelt’s local teens rocked the 
house as the opening act for the 
gospel rock act “Person to Per- 
son.” Ben Kepler, Joe Pugliese, 
and Kevin Skolnick, collectively 
known as “Guys in Ties,’ touched 
on rock standards from the Stray 
Cats to Jimi Hendrix. Kepler’’s 
vocals on numbers like “Rock this 
Town” were smooth and timely, 
while Pugliese’s renditions of 
“(Let Me Stand Next to Your) 
Fire,’ and “Red House” were 
more animated. Skolnick contrib- 
uted some vocals of his own on a 
measured and full rendition of 
“Johnny Be Good.” While 
Skolnick kept a steady drum beat, 
Kepler and Pugliese alternated as 
guitarist and bassist, each being 
adept at both instruments. The 
audience was appreciative, giving 
the “Guys” a standing ovation at 
the end of their too-short set. The 
group needs a lot more exposure 
and a more developed repertoire, 
but if they continue to interpret 
new songs with the same enthusi- 
asm and raw energy as they dis- 
played here, they are certain to 
bring excitement wherever they 
perform. 


On Saturday, the group “Off 
Duty” performed at the Commu- 
nity Center gymnasium. One of 
the two lead singers is Paula 
Clinedinst, the daughter of 
Greenbelt’s own Lynn Rousseau 
Clinedinst. Her vocals ranged 
from a version of “the Southern 
Cross” by Crosby, Stills and Nash 
to more modern pieces by Shania 
Twain and Natalie Imbruglia. She 
continues to develop a stronger 
delivery, as when she belted out 
Melissa Etheridge’s “I’m the Only 
One.” Her partner in song, Tony 
Thurston, showcased his outstand- 
ing range by alternating at bari- 
tone on Elvis Presley numbers and 
on “Dock of the Bay,” and at the 
higher pitches required in some of 
the rock numbers such as “Mus- 
tang Sally.” Both complement 
each other with smooth backup 
vocals. 

The remaining members of 
“Off Duty” are George Coleman 
on lead guitar, Chris Purvis on 
rhythm guitar, Marc Limansky on 
keyboards and tenor sax, Angelo 
Consoli on bass, and Jerry Martin 
on drums, with Tom Provenza 
running the sound board. The 
most telling characteristic of the 
group is their “Have fun!” atti- 
tude, which contrasts with the 
stress of their careers in law en- 
forcement. We hope to see them 
out of uniform and playing their 
instruments more often. 
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job. 

The Wind Ensemble finished 
out the evening. “Marche des 
Parachutistes Belges,” “Blue © 
Shades,” and “Trittico” were the 
Ensemble’s trio of music. “Blue 
Shades” was based on blues, or 
jazz scale, but was not written as 
a blues or jazz piece. It sounded 
like Gershwin in style and had the 
trombone doing glissandos and 
Rebecca Lemus with a clarinet 
solo. She has excellent technique 
and a flawless sound. Keep up the 
good work. “Trittico” was in three 
parts. The first was quick and dra- 
matic, the second used drums, pi- 
ano, and bass drum and was dark 
and foreboding. The third part 
was up-tempo, had a broad sound 
and use of the bass drum which 
led to a big finish. The music at 
ERHS March 5 was a treat for all 
who came to hear.

the University of Maryland as pos- 
sible factors behind the drop. As in 
recent years, the budget calls for in- 
creasing pass fees by the inflation rate 
(2%). The new resident rates will be 
$337-family, $163-adult, $77-youth 
and $82-senior. New equipment and 
other improvements to the facility are 
budgeted at $15,000. 

A new Arts Coordinator is pro- 
posed for FY2000, at an estimated 
cost of $34,000. Other increases in- 
clude $5,000 to expand the Summer 
Sounds program to a year-round con- 
cert program, and $160,000 in the 
Capital Projects fund to begin imple- 
menting the Attick Park Master Plan. 
The first step will be design of a new 
restroon/shelter facility. An additional 
$150,000 is proposed for master plan 
implementation in FY2001. 

Ballfield improvements are also 
proposed. The budget allocates 
$10,000 for a consultant to undertake 
a ballfield master plan and to make 
recommendations regarding the usage, 
maintenance and renovation of the 
city’s fields. The Capital Projects 
Fund carries over $120,000 appropri- 
ated, but not spent, this year for 
ballfield lights. 

In setting out its goals for the fu- 
ture, council called for additional pro- 
grams for teenagers. Towards the 
goal, the budget calls for city staff to 
work with the Youth Advisory Com- 
mittee to determine, with citizen input, 
whether the city is serving teens’ 
needs and to develop a “youth ‘mas- 
ter plan” identifying any changes 
needed. 

The budget also provides for a 
summer youth basketball camp, 
which will be the first sports-oriented 
youth camp the city has offered. The 
“Kids Quickies” program of short 
classes has proven popular and will 
be expanded. 

Public Works 

The Public Works budget as pro- 
posed is 4.5 percent less than the 
FY99 budget, although higher than 
estimated FY99 expenditures. City 
Treasurer Jeff Williams says this de- 
crease reflects an accounting change,

rather than a real decrease in spend- 
ing. Contributions to the reserve used 
for equipment replacement are no 
longer charged to individual accounts. 
All budget categories are affected by 
this change, but the effect on Public 
Works is most noticeable. 

The public works budget accounts 
for 11 percent of the city’s expendi- 
tures. McLaughlin is proposing to cut 
trash collection fees by $4 per year, 
the second decrease since FY98. The 
reduction reflects cost savings from 
once per week collection and an an- 
ticipated increase in recycling. 

Other Programs 

Later in the current fiscal year, the 
city will prepare a technology master 
plan to. keep its systems up to date. 
McLaughlin’s FY2000 budget pro- 
posal allocates $37,000 to upgrade the 
networks used by the Recreation, and 
Planning and Community Develop- 
ment Departments, $40,000 to add or 
contract for computer support staff, 
and $4,000 for computer training for 
the finance staff. 

To help celebrate the arrival of the 
year 2000 (whether or not it is the 
start of a new century or a new mil- 
lennium), the budget provides $6,000 
for support of the Greenbelt New 
Year celebration and $3,000 for a 
January | fireworks display. 


City Council 
At the March 29 _ budget 
worksession, council directed 


McLaughlin to prepare a comparison 
of council salaries to those in similar 
jurisdictions. Councilmembers cur- 
rently are paid $5,000 per year; the 
mayor receives $6,000 per year. 
Council pay has not changed since 
July 1990. |

New options in hormone 
replacement therapy, made from 
vegetables, may have fewer side 
effects. FDA approval is expected 
soon for Prometrium, a 
progesterone extracted from 
yams. And Estratab, a soy-and- 
yam estrogen, is already approved 
as a Weapon against osteoporosis. 


Regranex gel to speed healing of 
deep diabetic foot ulcers has 
been approved by the FDA. It is a 
genetically engineered version of 
a tissué-healing substance 
normally produced by platelets. 


Should you let a computer read 
your mammogram? The FDA says 
yes. It has okayed the 
ImageChecker, a computer that 
double-checks the radiologist's 
evaluation. In studies, the machine 
picked up 10 percent more 
cancers than mammography 
alone. 


New studies have found ways to 
make bone marrow transplant 
operations safer. Japanese 
researchers developed a donor/ 
patient matching system that relies 
on DNA instead of blood. And in 
Italy, doctors successfully 
pretreated less-than-ideal marrow.
